In 
an informal talk he expressed the following 
views: He thought the reports that many per- 
sons were to be indicted were erroneous; they 
grew out of the fact, be thought, that the 
Grand Jury had asked for a list of all persons 
who had had anything to do with the contractor 
or the construction.

REVENUE MARINE BUREAU. 


“| LIVES AND PROPERTY SAVED DURING THE 


YEAR. 

Wasnuinoton, D. C., Nov. 18.—The annual 
report of the Revenue Marine Bureau of the 
Treasury Departmentgshows that, of the vessels 
wrecked or in distress, with an aggregate of 926 
persons on board, 192 have been assisted by 
revenue-cutters. The estimated value of prop- 
erty saved is about $1,700,000, and 142 persons 
were actually rescued from death from drown- 
ing. The expenses of the Revenue Marine 
Service from the year ended June 30. 1878, were 
$844,001; number ef vessels in the service, 
thirty-seven.

SUPREME COURT. 
DECISIONS ANNOUNCED. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 18.—The following 
Supreme Court decisions are announced: 

No. 48. Chicago & Northwestern Railway 

Company, appellant, vs. Tuomas Sayles; appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Northern District of Lilinois. This was an 
action brought by Savies, the present appellee, 
for alleged infringement of letters patent grant- 
ed in 1852 to one Henry Tanner upon an im- 
proved car-brake, originally invented by Thomp- 
son & Bachelder in 1847. The Court holds 
that the Stevens brake used by the railway com- 
panyis not an infringement of the Tanner 
patent, now owned by the present appellant, 
because when Thom ge & Bachelder, Tan- 
ner’s assiguees, heir origmal appli- 
cation in 1847 — least two otber kinds 
of double brakes similar in construction to 
theirs were already in use; that the construc- 
tion and mode of operation of the Stevens 
brake are altogether sv different from those of 
the brake owned by the present appellee that 
they must be regarded as independent inven- 
tions. The decree of the Circuit Court is, 
therefore, reversed with costs, and the cause re- 
manded with directions to enter a decree dis- 
missing the bill of complaint. 
Nos. 57 and 58. Western Union Telegraph 
Cera > against Henry W. Daven- 
port and Catharine J. Davenport; appeal from 
the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Southern trict of Onio. The decrees of the 
lower court in both cases are affirmed with 
costs and interest. 

No. 50. City of Nauvoo, plaintiff in 
error, vs. George A. Kitter; in error 
to the Circuit. Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of Un- 
nois. The question in this case is whether a 
city which bas bonded itself in order to make a 
subscription to the capital stock of a railroad 
can decline to pay the matured coupons of its 
bonds on the ground that the latter had been 
issued without a previous submission of the 
question to the people in a general election. 
‘Tbe Court holds that the recital on the face of 
the bonds and printed on their backs that the 
election required by law was daly beid is suffi- 
cient in the hands of an innocent holder to 
estop the municipality from offering to show 
that there really was no such election. The 
judgment of the lower court is affirmed, with 
costs and interest. 
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NOTES AND NEWS. 
SCHURZ AND M’CRALY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 18.—The Secretary 
of War received to-day a letter from Secretary 
Schurz calling his attention to attacks upon the 
Indian Bureau and general management of 
Indian affairs contained in the published reports 
ot Gens. Sheridan, Gibbon, and other officers 
of the army. The Secretary of the Interior 
asks the Secretary of War to request Gen. Sher- 
idan and the others who have indulged in these 
charges to furnish proofs of their statements. 
In making this request, he premises that officers 
of standing in one Department of the oublic 
service would not venture to prefer and make 
public serious charges against another 
branch unless suflicient wroofs were de- 
lieved to be in hand, and even then 
not without affording the 
assailed any opportunity to explain. The letter 
is of a character to make a square issue between 
the army officers and Interior Department as to 
the management of Indian affairs, and wiil, 
without doubt, lead to asharp and prolonged 
controversy.

SOUTH AMERICA. 
EARTHQUAKE.

Twelve houses 
were destroyed, including a church, hospital, the 
principal school, the city buildings. and many 
others. No lives were lost. The damage done

HOPPERS. 

The valley of the Cauca, in New Grenada, 
has suffered fearfully from grasshoppers.

—tbe sugar-cape, corn, and wheat in the upper 
portion of the valley, and all sorts of grasses, 
so that the cattle only subsist in a half-starving 
condition. Tue prices of provisions of all ciass- 
es are exorbitant, and, as the sugar estates and 
large haciendas have suspended work, the poor 
are unable to purchase the necessaries of life. 
The Government, with a view of furnishing 
means of support, is pushing the construction 
of the Cauca Valley Railroad. 

RIOTS. 

- Advices from Chili state that serious ‘riots re- 
sulting in the killing and wounding of eightr 
people occurred in Santiago. The mounted po- 
lice and cavalry were called out, and made sev- 
eral charges fore the mob dispersed. The 
trouble originated in an attempt to iay violent 
hands upoa the writer of certain articles io rela- 
tion to the boundary question, in which he took 
grounds favorable to the Argentine Republic. 

VOLCANOES ACTIVE. 

Advices from Salvador state that the volcanoes 
of izaleo and Santa Ana are in a state of tre- 
mendous activity. On the latter, from four or 
five distinct openings, fire. smoke, and ashes are 
pouring forth in vast volumes. It is not known 
that these are distinct, but they are supposed to 
be apertures in the old crater of the volcano, 
which has been silent for some years. For miies 
around the ashes are falling, aud the air is filled 
with smoke, darkening the day and making the 
scene gloomy and terrifying. The inhabitants 
in the neighboring villages are terribly alarmed, 
and many have fled to piaces of safety.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE TANNER RRAKE CASE. 

_ Mr. Thomas Sayles commenced a suit in 1861 
against the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad 
for an infringement on the Tanner brake patent, 
which is a patent upon connecting the two 
trucks of an eight-wheel railroad car by means 
of a horizontal centre lever so that the brakes 
could be operated from either end of the cars. 
This Tanner device is somewhat used in the 
South, but is scarcely used at all in the East or 
West. In the East the Hodge brake, and in the 
West the Stevens brake, which are other devices 
for accomplishing the same purpose, are almost 
exclusively used. In this case the de- 
fendant used the Stevens brake. There 
were to be considered three questions: 
First, is the Tanner brake patent valid; second, 
does the Stevens brake infringe that patent; and 
third, what should be the measure of recovery 
by the owner of that patent for such infringe- 
ment. The suit has been stubbornly defended 
for the Northwestern Railroad Company by the 
Western Railroad Association for the last sev- 
enteen years, and it has been finally decided by 
the United States Supreme Court in favor of 
the railroad companies in an opinion delivered 

1 From the advices received it cannot 
— stated how far the Supreme Court went iato 
the question of the validity of the Tanner pat- 
ent, its findings ee tho question of infringe- 
ment being sufficient for the determination of 
the case. The decree entered in this case by 
the United States Circuit Court (Drum- 
mond) was for seventy miles of the 2,000 
miles operated dy the Chicago & North- 
Western Railroad Company, and was for five 
yeais of the twenty-one years of the life of 
the patent, and the decree amounts to about 
$47,000. On this basis, the hability of the 
Northwestern Railroad would have been about 
$1,200,000, and the liability of ali the roads in 
the country, between $30,000,000 and 840,000, 
000. This case does not finally dispose of the 
patent, for it does pot decide the question 
whether the Hodge brakeinfringes the Tanner 
patent, the present case being dismissed, and 
the Northwestern Road, as well as a large num- 
ber of other lines, being discharged irom any 
and all liability upon the finding of the Court 
that the Stevens brake does not infringe the Tan- 
ver patent. It is unfortunate that the Supreme 
Court did not in this case reach the question 
ot damages, for all large users of patent devices 
have been for a considerable time complaining 
bitterly at the rales of recovery which have 


obtained in patent litigation as extremely ab- 


surd and unjust. The above figures of 30 to 40 
milhons. as well as the findings in the Swage 
block case of the Circuit Court for the improve- 
ment of the Cawood anvil for mending rails, 
has furnished frequent illustrations in the argu- 
ments in supvort of the bill for the amendment 
of the Patent law, now pending in Congress. 
It is the opinion of those having these matters 
in charge for che railroad companies that the 
Hodge brake will also be finally held not 
to infringe the Tanner patent, and those 
companies which have used the ex- 
act device of this Tanner patent, 
so far as they have not already settled, will have 
to pay a reasonable license fee of about 65 per 
mile of road operated at the date of infringe- 
ment. Much credit for the able defense of this 
case is due to George Payson, Esq., the General 
Counsel of the Western Railroad Association.

MAGNATES IN COUNCIL 

Mr. J. N. McCullough, Vice-President Pean- 
evivania Company; Mr. John Newell, General 
Manager Lake Shore & Michigan Southern; and 
H. B. Ledyard, Geveral Manager of the Michi- 
gan Ceutral Rallroad, held a protracted couler- 
ence at the Grand Pacific Hotel ves- 
terday. The principal object of their com- 
ing together was to discuss the passenger 
war, which is now raging furiously at all tbe 
Southwestern cities, and especially at Cincin- 
nati, and to make an effort to stop the difficulty 
if possible. A dispatch was sent to Mr. J. H. 
Devereaux, Receiver and General Manager of 
the Atiantic & Great Western Railroad, asking 
him on what conditions the road would stop the 
fight. or whether a compromise could not be 
effected. Up toa late hour last evening no 
reply had been received. It is said that, if no 
auswer is received to-day, the managers will 
decide upon energetic measures, and the Chi- 
cago roads will take a hand in the game. 

Th question of East-bound freight rates was 
also discussed. This discussion was participated 
in by the General Managers ana General Freight 
Agents of the three roads mentioned. 
the Baltimore & Chio was not repre- 
sented, end it is understood that 
it was not asked to de present. Mr. N. Guil- 
ford, formerly Western Fool Commissioner, aud 
now secretary to the Western Executive Com- 
mittee, also took partin the deliberations. It 
was devided to issue a circular this morning an- 
nouncing that the advance in East-bound freight 
rates decided upon atthe New York meeting 
will be carried out on the 25th of this month. 
The Baltimore & Ohio, not being represented at 
the meeting, may not agree to this advance, but 
it is supposed that it will, because Mr. King ac- 
cepted it at the New York meeting. Still he 
may have changed his mind about thie matter 
since then, especiaily as the East-bound freight 
shipments from this city are about as light now 
as they were before it became known that an 
advance could be made. 

There was also some informal discussion, it is 
understood, regarding the formation of an 
East-bound pool from this city, but no headway 
was made, and nove can be made until the 
Baltimore & Ohio reduces the figures for its 
percentage submitted at the New York meet- 
ing. or the matter is turned over to arbitrators, 
which is pot likely to be done.

BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 18.—The annual report of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was made pub- 
lic to-day. The total revenues of the main 
stem and all the branches and divisions are 
shown to have been $13,765,279, an increase 
compared with 1877 of $556,419. The aggregate 
working expenses of the main stem, with all its 
branches and divisions, were 56.44 per cent of 
the whole gross revenues, being 5.83 per cent 
less than the preceding year. The payments 
to the several sinking funds on account of 
principal and reduction of indebtedness are 
stated to have been $1,544,006, which, with 
the cash dividend Nov. 15, 1877, 
of $394,326, shows payments and invest- 
ments for the objects stated during the year from 
the net earnings of the Company, $1,938,332. 

Of the operations of the Chicago Division the 
report says: The earnings of the Companies 
known as the Chicago Division of the Company 
for the fiscal year were 51.057.558, and the 
working expenses same period $625,010. ‘he 
surplus credited to the account of this division 
is $420,545, the working expenses being 59.38 
per cent. The earnings were $99,863 more than 
the previous vear, whilst the expenses decreased 
$206,404, showing a net increase, compared with 
the previous year, of 268.

PITTSBURG COOPERS. 
Trouble at Pittsburg—Fears of Bloodshed 
and Lacendiarism.

Pirrseure, Pa., Nov. 18.—Serious trouble is 
brewing at the cooper-shops of the Standard Qil 
Company in the Eighteenth Ward. A careful 
investigation into the matter shows that the 
Company has engaged about eighty men to 
make barrels at nine cents each, while there are 
about 130 others who object to the price, and 
threaten to mob those at work unless they sus- 
pend operations. Yesterday word came to the 
Mayor’s office that there were indications of a 
riot, accompanied by a request that a squad of 
police be sent to the works. The request 
was complied with, and tne da and 
night reliefs in that neighborhood, to the num- 
ber of about twenty men, were pressed into 
service. All remained quiet until this morn- 
ing, when a number of the men came down 
to Mr. Lockhart’s office, and informed him that 


they feared to go to work on account of the 


strikers. The matter was laid before the 
Mavor, who, this afternoon, dispatched a force 
of twentv-five or thirty policemen tothe works 
to overawe the rioters. oany I, Fourteenth 
Regiment, is beld in readiness for emergencies. 
This show of force may prevent an outbreak, 


but violence is feared before the strikers can 


be convinced that men who would rather work 
than beg or steal have rights which must be 
respected. The works are guarded tonight 
to prevent threatened incendiarism.

Inpranapouis, Nov. 18.—The licht-darrel 
coopers have struck for an additional five cents 
on pork tierces, which means an increase from 
$2.50 to $3 per day.

The Treasurer submiited his semi-montbly re- 
port. It showed the foliowing to be the condition 
of the several funds: To the credit of the Gen- 
eral Fund, $9,103; Interest Fund, old indebted- 
ness, $119,046: Interest Fund, new indebtedness, 
$41,615; Court-House Fund, $995; Sinking 
Fund, new indebtedness, $111,216. Referred. 

ILLEGAL PAYMENTS. 

The Committee on Hospitals reported in favor of 
allowing a bill of -$1,200 for filling the Hospital 
grounds, notwithstanding the work was done con- 
trary to the orders of the Board in the matter.

A communication was received from the Mayor, 
stating that the President of the West Side Street 
Railway Company had, in response to a notice 
directing his and the South Side Company to con- 
nect their lines on South Halsted street near 
the bridge and charge but one fare, sent in a let 
ter stating that the lines were practically con- 
nected, and all thata passenger had to do was to 
step across from one track to the other, while but 
one fare was collected for the ride from 
State street to the Stock-Yards, and but one 
fare on the return trip. The communication 
also explained how, by the use of tickets, the ride 
could be had for 4 cents. The communication was 
referred to the Committee on Railroads. 

The Mayor returned, without his approval, an 
ordiuance passed Nov. 8 repealing the ordinance 
for the widening of Thirty-first street from 
Halsted to Laurel. The Mayor stated, in the 
course of his communication, that all the assess- 
ments had been collected except $1. 400, that the 
city had taken possession of the street, and had 
laid sewers therein, and in his opinion the im- 
provement ought to go on.

them. e therefore made an affidavit, offered 
in evidence, and be believed every word in that 
aflidavit was true. 5 

At the nuing of the afternoon session 
the witness Kellogg continued his testimony. 
He had no connection with the paper known as 
the Protection Advocate. He was shown the 
‘A’ and “ B“ forms of policies, and explained 
their uses and the signification ot the alpba- 
betical terms. The witness himself had drafted 
that part of the policics which could come in 
the actuarial department. He acted as Actuary 
of the Company at the request of Secretary Ed- 
wards. The witness explained some of the 
duties of an Actuary as being to make mathe- 
matical calculations. There was no connivance 
between himself and the officers of the Com- 
omy to make a false report of its condition. 
He nad no knowledge what the final report of 
Woods would be. Ryan had not assisted in 
making the examination. He had never seen 
the schedule of death-losses. Before assisting 
Woods, the witness bad made yearly examina- 
tions ot the Company. The last time that he 
had made a thorough examination was 
in 1874, though he had looked at 
He knew nothing of 
the ledver accounts, baving no occasion to look 
into the ledger. He was there to do only a cer- 
tuin kind of work, and he did it. He made 
valuations only on hive policies, not on death- 
losses. These A Policies were worth pot a 
cent more than $1, Ita man had died and 
the money was assessed and collected, he ad- 
vised Maj. Woods to charge the full face value. 
In policies where the man was dead and the 
claim was not assessed, be advised Woods to 
charge ou $1,000. The one-year policies were 
not guaranteed for more than one year, and at 
the end of the year the Company was not liable 
tor a cent. He advised Woods to give the in- 
sured the benefit of the doubt, and to charge 
the Company for the policies, and on the other 
hand to credit the Company with the same 
amount if de thought it could be collected. 

L. K. BISBEB, 
of the law-firm of Mouroe, Bisbee & Ball, was 
sworn.

February, 1877, but be staid there 
for some time later. His resignation was haud- 
ed in in February, but he was asked to remain 
until some one could be obtained to do the 


actuarial work. He did not do any editorial 


work on the Advocate after January. His place 
on the Advocate was taken by J. B. Hall. He bad 
nothing to do with aidiog Woods in making bis 
report, and he never had an understanding with 
any officers of the Uvmpany or of the State as 
to what that report should be. The first he had 
seen of the report was in Springfield, beu be 
was shown it by Maj. Woods. The witness 
became counected with the Protection Company 
in 1873, and was a member of the Exec- 
utive Committee. That Committee voted 
every assessment, and he made cal- 
culations as to the amount of _ the 
liability of each policy-holder on the 
assessment. In the annual statement, he un- 
derstood, Col. Kellogg made the calculations 
upon the death-loss liability. He did not assist 
Kellogg in avy of his actuarial valuations. The 
witness was in Soriogfield about June 7, 1877, 
and called at Maj. Woods’ office, and was there 
shown the report. He never examined the 
books and papers of the Company to see 
whether or pot the moneys collected on assess- 
ments were paid to claimants. The bank ac- 
count of the Company was transferred to him 
on two occasions, in March, 1877, and again in 
May or June. The account was transferred 
back tothe Company about the Ist of May. 
Maj..Woods never inquired why the bank ac- 
count was kept in his name. He never used the 
account for his own purposes, and even while it 
was in his name the bookkeeper kept the 
accounts, and the witness never knew 
how the account stood or how much 
money was standing to the credit of the Com- 
pany. He never tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Executive Committee, because he 
ceased tobe a member when he ceased to be a 
stockholder of the Company. 

This ended the case for the defense. 

Mr. Leonard Swett said it seemcd tohim that, 
as there had been no evidence brought in to 
show that the defendants bad been guilty of 
the offense charged, the case might as well go 
to the jury at once without any argument.

BIRMINGHAWM’S DECLINE. 


The Effect of American Competition on 
England's Chief Manufacturing Town—Ex- 
ports to America at an End, and the Tide 
Turning in the Opposite Direction, 

Correspondence New York Times. 

BrrMIncuaM, Oct. 25.—The seat of the hard- 
ware trade of England, Birmingham, is also the 
great centre of Liberalism, aud, as a city, one of 
the handsomest in the three Kingdoms. Her 
public buildings and institutions are famous; 
her leading men have influenced the destinies of 
the Empire; her journalists and politicians rank 
high in their respective walks. If you bad en- 
tered the metropolis of the midlands yesterday 
you would bardly have thought that the town 
had any special.cares of trade and commerce. 

It is a notable fact, taken in connection with 
the general depression of trade, that Birmiug- 
ham not only looks busy, but is busy. The 
civic authorities are deep in local improvements. 
A magnificent municipal hall is in course of erec- 
tion, new streets are being made on all hands, 
the town buildings are being decorated up 
to the artistic spirit of the age. The lead- 
ing idea of the town authorities scems to 
be to go ahead, and not look back; the reckon- 
ing will come later. At night there were crowds 
ef fashionable people from town and suburb to 
hear Patti at the Town-Hall, and the Carl Rosa 
Opera Troupe at the theatre. Maccabe had 
ligbted the exterior of the local Agricultural 
Hall with French electric lamps. Meetings of 
voters in convection with the forthcoming mu- 
nicipal election were being held in various parts 
of the borough. The newspapers were full of 
local political controversies. It appeared, in- 
deed, to be a live town, andin every way worthy 
of its reputation. 

Though Birmingham is suffering from bad 
trade, she manufactures sucu a variety of arti- 
cles that she manages to hoid her own better 
than towns which are confined to one or two 
staple manufactures. It is difficult to men- 
tion a single commodity which is not made at 
Birmingham, from a needle to a railway train. 
Guns, buttons, nails, locks, wood-screws, rail- 
way bolts and spikes, needles, pins, Indian 
idols, saddles, watches, jewelry, bedsteads, pots 
and pans, brofzes, electroplate, and a thousand 
other things come handy to the manufacturers 
of Birmingham. From 1804 to 1815, 1,743,382 
muskets were made here for the Board of 
Ordnance. in addition to 84,507 of a new 3 
from 1814 to 1817, making a total of 2,673,366. 
Besides these from 1804 to 1817 she made for 
the Board of Ordnance 5,037,644 gun and other 
fire-arm barrels, 2,879,203 locks for rifles and 

istols, 1,000,000 guns for the East Indies, and 

500,000 fowling-pieces for the home trade. Bel 
gium, France, and America have greatly inter- 
fered with the trade. It is a startling fact that 
during the late war between Russia and Tur- 
key Birmingham did but a small trade for 
either country, while America supplied both 
with large stores of arms. Russia felt the su- 
perior quality of the American arm in the hands 
of the Turk on many a bloody ficid. 

In 1860 Birmingham employed 50,000 men, 
women, and children jn the nail trade; in 1861, 
28.000; in 1874, 23,000; and in 1877 about 21.6000. 
Probabiy no town makes more locks. The aver- 
age production is estimated at 4,500,000 locks 
per year, including all varieties,—pad, cabinet. 
till. box, and other kinds. Ihe wood-screw 
trade is a great industry in Birmingham. In 
1873 one firm alone (Nettleford & Chamberlain) 
made 7,200,000 gross of screws. The ag- 
gregatc quantitv annualiy turned out in all En- 
gland is 9,000,000 gross, or 1,296,000,000. Time 
was when this article was exported to the 
United States. America has now her own screw 
company, which holds on the other side a simi- 
lar position to Nettlefords here and Jaff Broth- 
ers in France. The railway nut and bolt trade 
is ona vast scale. and occupies about 3,500 
hands. Millions of buttons are turned out 
monthly. From 1865 to I! pearl-buttons 
annually used up 1,000 tous of mother- 
ot-pearl shells. The failure of the Cen- 
tral American fisheries has reduced 
that to 300 tons; and the trade would have been 
literally extinguished but for the discovery of 
the necessary shell on the east and west coast of 
North Australia: In addition to this the button 
trade consumes annually 800 tons of ivory nuts 
(vegetable ivory), 500 tons of brass l, O00 tons of 
latten and other iron, the vaiue which, with 
tinned plate aud the mother-of-pearl shells pre- 
viously mentioned, reaches the enormous sum 
of $1, 6000 per year for button materials. It 
is calculated that England manufactures 50,000,- 
000 pins every day, of which 37,000,000 are made 
in Birmingham. The saddles made bere are 

re-eminent, and famous all over the world. 
ectrodlatiug had its rise in Birmingham, and, 
five years ago, employed. 21,530 men and 
women. Perry Co., Mason, and Gillott 
are familiar names as penmekers. Their 
manufactories are all in Birmingham. Pa- 
pier-mache is a special trade. Ironmongery 
and edged tools, pencil-cases, and a miscellane- 
ous class of jeweiry and fancy goods, go to keep 
the towu more or less busy; but foreign compe- 
tition is just now beginuing to be seriously felt, 
aud well-founded apprehensions of a steady de- 
cline in trade are expressed by all the local au- 
thorities with whom 1 have conversed on the 
subject. 

Our export trade with America is dead.“

eminent member of the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce. “ A large firm of American mer- 
chants (I prefer not to mention uames) who used 
to do a large trade in ironmongery with the 
United States no longer sends out a single arti-

** Exceilent,’’ he replied; “they include many 
ingenious notions; this tap on my gas-burner is

ENGLISH ELECTORAL FACTS. 


Condition of the Liberal Party—Mr. Giad- 
stone’s Latest Contribution to Political 
Literature. 

Mr. Gladstone is heard through the pages of 
the November number of the Nineteenth Century 
on the subject of Electoral Facts.” It seems 
that electoral counts are disputed as vigorously 
in Great Britain as they are in this country. The 
Pariiament chosen in 1568 on the important 
issne of the disestablishment of the Church of 
Ireland exhibited an unexampled phenomenon. 
At the commencement of 1874 the turn of the 
wheel had become so decisive that the Ministry 
was supported, in lieu of a compact majority of 
112, by a majority very far from compact. and 
rapidly diminishing, of sixty-eight members. 
In this novel instance, the public did not at 
once measure with precision the signif: 
icance of ‘what had occurred. It was 
not a mere gain of present strength 
by the Opposition. It was a probable in- 
dication, exhibited in the trustworthy form of 
arithmetical calculation, indeed of a gimple rule- 
of-three sum, as to what was pretty sure, in the 
absence of any facts which might produce a 
counter change, to happen at the general eiec- 
tion. This probable indication became in due 
time an accomplished fact, and the Conservative 
party returned to the House of Commons in a 
majority nominally of forty-eight, but really of 
much greater strength. For the first time the 
mind of the nation, as tested by the constitu- 
ency, had’ decisively altered during the course 
ot a single Parliament; and ‘the bye elections, 
as we now see in retrospect, bad previously sup- 
plied sufficient means of prognosticating the 
alteration. It is evident that, under the circum- 
stances, bye elections had, so to speak, received 
promotion in rank. They had acquired a new 
significance and had gathered, not only an in- 
crease of interest, but a new kind of interest. 

„This numerical account of the disaster in- 
flicted at the general election, serious as it is, 
does not exhibit the whole measure of the ca- 
lamity suffered by the Liberal party. The Lib- 
eral majority reckoned to have been returned 
from Ireland was at once found to be illusorv. In 
truth, out of the 105 Irish members the Liberals 
were little more than a dozen. The period im- 
mediately tollowi the Church act and the 
Land act had been chosen as one appropriate lor 
a formal severance of the Irish National party 
from the geveral body of British Liberals. 
Their number was no less than fifty-eight, an 
actual majority of the Irish representation. 
They assumed the name of ‘Home Rulers’ and 
established a separate Parliamentary orgauiza- 
tion. On some questions of liberal opinion co- 
operation was still continued. But as regards 
the party, the weight of the Home Rulers has 
clearly told more in favor of the Ministry than 
of the Opposition; and the Liberal party would 
have been stronger, not weaker, had the entire 
body been systematically absent.“ 

Soeaking generallv, says Mr. Gladstone, we 
are at the present moment remote, beyond all 
expectation and beyond all experience, from 
what we should now probabfy have been under 


| a Liberal Administration in our condition, both 


domestic and foreign, in the state of our legisla- 
tion. our expenditure, our taxation, and our 
foreign policy. Every Liberal may look with 
desire for the signs of a change,“ continues Mr. 
Gladstone, except the few whose duty it will 
be, when the time arrives, to assume on our 
behalt those responsibilities of office which bave 
been so heavily aggravated by the policy of the 
present Ministry, and, it is but fair to add, per- 
haps even more by the policy of the present 
Parliament, which bas checked them in nothing, 
and bas ordinarily urged them onward to every 
mischief of their career. It would be difficult 
to exaggerate the gravity of the issues, legal, 
constitutional, financial, and international, 
which will be decided by the vote of the con- 
stituency at the next general election. Nove of 
auch magnitude have been involved in aby 
election since the first Reform act.”

Expense of Ministers—Fees Paid into the 
Treasury by Consuls. 
Post 


Mr. Ela, Fifth Auditor of the Treasury, has 
submitted his annual report for the last fiscal 
year, and it contains some figures of a good 
deal of interest to the people of this country. 
This report exhibits the expense of those insti- 
tutions known as Foreign Missions. The 
amount paid for salaries alone. during the year, 
reached a total of $281,917, while for “con- 
tingencies the sum of $50,308 was allowed 
these diplomatic ducks. Add to these amounts 
$1,813 for “loss by exchange, and it makes a 
total ot $334,089, which the country paid for 
the —— of maintaining the M alone,

During the year Kasson, Minister to Austria, 
drew on his own account $11,804, and was al- 
lowed $1,008 for contingent expenses; Hilliard, 
of Brazil, drew $8,021, while Washburae, for 
the part of the year be served at Paris, received 

and got $490 for contingents; Mr. Noyes 
$17,500, and has been allowed 83,101 for these 
convenient contingent expenses. Bayard Tay- 
lor has drawn $5,350 for his services since be 
went to Germany, and he has taken $627 for 
contingent expenses. For the time he has been 
at the Britisn Court Minister Welsh has drawn 
$11,650 in addition to $3,068 for “small 
expenses.“ In addition to salary the 
Mexican Ministry has cost $1,992 for extras; the 
Russian diplomats have tsken $1,585; Lowell, 
of Spain, $2,175, and Maynard, in Turkey, $2,446 
for the same indefinite purpose. The report 
shows that the ornamental dispatch agents are 
still employed at great expense for very small 
service. These agents are used to dispatch 
an invitation to diuner-to some aristocrat occa- 
sionaliy, and for this service B. F. Stevens was 
$7,389 during the last fiscal year. Under 
the indefinite and unsatisfactory head of con- 
tingencies the American people have been 
taxed over $50,000 by their Ministers abroad. 
Just what this term might cover im this ease, no 
feller will ever find out. 

Last year the total amount paid into the 
Treasury from Consular fees was $635,914, 
— was 110,240 in excess of the total salaries

Does the Former Alone Make Wealth? 

At the recent Commercial Convention held in 
this city, Mr. C. C. Coffin, of Boston, made a 
speech from which we take the following ex- 
tract, which strikingly presents truths that are 
too often overlooked by the general multitude, 
and especially in discussions on the subject of 


labor and capital: 

Are the cords in one man’s arm entitled to 
any more rights and privileges under the law 
than than the cerebrum in another man’s skull! 
Is muscle entitled to any more protection than 
brain The igporamuses who are shouting 
“labor-reform,” ‘laborers’ ats, have not 
only confused ideas in regard to capital, but 
they also start out with the assump- 
tion that muscle alone makes wealth, 
and that brain is of no account; that the men 
who dig with the spade, strike with the ham- 
mer, or follow the plow, or draw the waxed 
end, alone add wealth to the community, while 
those who sit iv their chairs and think are 
genteel idlers. Let us see. 

To till the ground is honest and commendable 
work. To use the hoe or sickle, to strike with 
the hammer, to pull the waxed end, from morn 
till night, is wearisome work. From the days of 
Adam down to the present generation, men 
cultivated the soil with a rude, ungainly plow, 
or harvested their wheat with the sickle and 
cradle. To bend down with the sickle ali day 
long brought on the backache; to swing the 
cradle from sunrise till sunset made a man stiff 
in the joints. Forty-four years ago a man 
down in Marviand, Ubed Hussey, began 
to think about a better way of reaping. 
He thought aay and night, and devised a 
reaping-machine. It was a clumsy affair. 
Cyrus McCormick took up the idea, otner men 
took it up,—spending wearisome days and 
sleepless nights,—spending their money, bor. 
rowing when their own was gone, to build 
machines. They set-thousands of men to work. 
Let us see how many. There were the men 
who cut down the lamber and hauled it to the 
saw-mill; the other lumbermen wao cut down 
the timber to build the mill; the men who 
made the axes and saws; the miners who dug 
the iron and coal to make the irou and steel; 
the men whe built the furnaces, and founaries, 
and rolling-mills; the men who puddled the 
iron; the molders, founders, coal-beavers, the

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Lord Satisnurny’s reply to Secretary 
Evarts’ argument against the extortion of 
the Halifax award is very much what might 
have been expected under the circumstances. 
It is a refusal fo discuss the merits of the 
case, accompanied by a serene satisfaction in 
the assurance that the award will be paid 
without regard to its injustice. Mr. Evarts 
invited just such treatment. He contented 
himself with proving from statistics and the 
evidence taken that the award was grossly 
extortionate, and could only have been 
made upon a basis not authorized nor war- 
ranted by the treaty under which the Com- 
mission was acting. Having done this, the 
Secretary of State failed to insist upon the 
lack of unanimity, which is a vital defect in 
the decision, but proceeded to buy exchange 
for the payment of the $5,500,000 as though 
he had accepted the decision as final. It 
would be strange, indeed, if the British Gov- 
ernment should not take advantage of this 
practical acquiescence, ignore the protest 
against the injustice of theaward, and simply 
refuse to discuss the details any further. 
This is what Lord Saxispury has done in a 
characteristically lordly manner. 

There is a decided chuckle under the court- 
eous tone adopted by Lord Satusnonr in his 
reply. It is a very neat bit of satire for him 
to say that there was not sufficient time to 
discuss the subject in hand between Oct. 10, 
the date he received Mr. Evarts’ dispatch, 
and Nov. 23, the day on which the pay- 
ment of the award it b made.” This is 
very much as if Lord Sarispury had said in 
so many words: You have conceded your 
strongest point; you have indicated your 
intention to pay the award on the date fixed 
in spite of your arguments against it; and I 
am not such a goose as to delay this pay- 
ment for the sake of an argument.” Another 
significant remark of Lord Salmnonr's is 
to the effect that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment can only accept now, as on similar oc- 
casions they have accepted before, the decision 
of a tribunal to which they have solemaly 
and voluntarily submitted.” The way in 
which this is put makes it equivalent to say- 
ing: Tou got the best of her Majesty's 
Government in the Geneva award, and we 
regard the Halifax award in the nature of a 
reprisal; it isa chance for us to get even, 
and we propose to take advantage of it.” 
There is no doubt that such a sentiment 
controls the British Government and influ- 
ences the British people in this matter. 

Lord Sataspuny’s reply is notably weak, 
however, in two points. It ig preposterous 
to assume, as he does, that decision of a 
tribunal whose functions are limited by the 
terms of a treaty is absolutely final. To 
maintain this, it 1s necessary to hold that a 
subordinate Commission of three persons, or 
perhaps only one, is the sole judge of the 
intention of the treaty as well as of the sub- 
ject for arbitration confided to it. The 
proposition, thus plainly stated, is absurd ; 
yet it is precisely what Lord Satissvuny sets 
up; for Mr. Evarts produced 
evidence to establish, that the Halifax Com- 
mission exceeded its fanctions and went out- 
side of the express limitation of the treaty in 
order to arrive at its conclusions, and Lord 
Sauispuny now says that this alleged 
violation of the treaty cannot be 
considered, because the Commission has 
made its decision. The second weak point 
in his reply is im regard to the lack of una- 
nimity in the decision. He contends that this 
was not essential, though it was expressly 
provided in all other cases that a majority 
shonld control, and, that provision was 
omitted in this case alone. Perhaps Lord 
Sarispvry is justified in insisting upon this 
view as between Mr. Evanrts and himself, 


| because Mr. Evants voluntarily agreed not 


to urge the point; but such a view will not 
hold in any general discussion of the case. 
The omission to provide that a majority vote 
should determine the award was conspicu- 
ously intentional, because there was just 
such a provision in every other case of arbi- 
tration submitted by the Treaty of Washing- 
ton. Moreover, this was the English view 
of the case prior to the assurance of a de- 
cision favorable to Great Britain, Mr. 
Bram, in his review of the award in the 
Senate Chamber, pointed out that Sir A. T. 
Gatt, the Canadian Minister, had plainly 
stated that the British Government 
would not submit to an unfavorable 
decision unless it were unanimous, and that 
the London Tunes held to the same position 
in its articles. These facts do not bear out 
Lord Saxissvury in his assertion at this time 
that England “ would have declined to enter 
upon so unfruitful a litigation” if @ unani- 
mous decision had been required. But such 
was the understanding of the case, 
and the British Government would have in- 
sisted upon this construction much more 
strongly than Mr. Evanrs has done if the 
Halifax Commission had reached a decision 
which was unpalatable to the Britishers. : 
We are constrained to believe that it is the 
weakness of Secretary Evanrs that has led 
up to 80 lame and impotent a conclusion in 
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part of it is that the United States must suf. 
fer for this personal defect. 
— 
COIN AND BULLION VALUES. 

The statement comes from Washington 
that Secretary Sxenmawn says he will recom- 
mend to Congress the passage of legislation 
either limiting the monthly coinage of silver 
“to an amount which would leave no danger 
of its depreciating,” or increasing the weight 
of the silver dollar sufficiently to keep it at 
par value.” Secretary Suzeman must put a 
low estimate upon the foree of public 
opinion in this country if he thinks that Con- 


gress will accede to either of these demands, 


and he will deliberately fritter away his own 
influence if he shall ask for legislation which 
is certain to be indignantly refused. 

It is absurd to talk about a further limita- 
tion of the silver coinage as a means for pre- 
venting its depreciating, and we think Mr. 
Surnuax must have been badly reported in 
this respect at least. The greater the limita- 
tion on the coinage in this country and else- 
where, the greater the danger of further de- 
preciation. It is in increased coinage and 
by increased monetary use of silver that its 
further depreciation is to be arrested; to di- 
minish its uses is equivalent to increasing its 
supply in proportion to the demand, which 
must necessarily be followed by depreciation. 
But it is almost equally absurd to talk about 
a further limitation in the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars for any reason, if the 
silver dollar is to. be retained at 
all as 2 part of the American 
monetary system. The present maximum 
rate of coinage is less than $50,000,000 a 
year, and it will require four or five years to 
give this country as much legal-tender silver 
as France now keeps at par with gold. Asa 
matter of fact, the silver dollar is only a 
theoretical coin when the entire supply for 
the whole country is only $14,000,000 or 
$15,000,000. If Congress make any change 
in the eoinage of silver this winter, it will 
be under the spur of the Eastern opposition 
to the circulation thereof, and it will provide 
for free coinage and silver certificates. 

The second measure which Secretary Sxurr- 
MaN is represented as about to recommend 
as an alternative is even less likely to com- 
mand respect. He should not recommend 
any change in the weight of the standard 
silver dollar unless he is prepared to under- 
take the impracticable and unprofitable busi- 
ness of recoining the whole stock about once 
a week. The weight of the standard silver 
dollar is now at the rate of 16 to 1 of gold, 
while France has no difficulty in maintain- 
ing silver at par at the rate of 159 tol 
in gold. If the weight of the standard silver 
dollar be increased 15 per cent to-day, to 
correspond to the bullion value of silver in 
gold, it may be necessary to decrease it 5 per 
cent next week, raise it again 3 per cent the 
week after, and lower it 8 per cent the third 
week, inf order to keep it ata nice balance 
with the relative builion values of gold and 
silver and assure its circulation. Nobody of 
any sense can seriously contemplate any sugh 
vacillating and uncertain policy as this. Be- 
sides, those who clamor for a readjustment 
of weight between the gold and silver coins 
seem to forget one important fact, viz.: If 
the disuse of some $300,000,000 of silver as 
money in Germany was the chief factor 
in the variation of values between gold and 
silver, will not the new use of a like amount 
of silver in this country restore the equilib- 
rium? If so, what sense is there in suggest- 
ing a readjustment of weight ? 

But, if it were necessary or proper to 
make a change in the relative weight of the 
silver and gold dollars, why is it that a 
change in the silver dollar should always be 
suggested? The standard silver dollar now 
contains 371} grains of pure silver,—just 
what it always contained. The purchasing 
value of silver has not decreased, but, on the 
contrary, has increased during the last few 
years. If there is a permanent dispropor- 
tion, it is gold that is out of gear. Then it 
would be proper, in a readjustment, that ue 
weight of the gold dollar should be dimin- 
ished to correspond to the increased value 
which gold bullion has acquired by reason 
of the new demands for it throughout the 
world. That would be the fair and reason- 
able method for bringing about the true 
proportion of values, in case an enduring 
disproportion were threatened. But no such 
suggestion as this ever comes from the 
Eastern money-lenders. 

Finally, if a single monetary standard is 
the object sought to be obtained instead of 
the optional standard, then the country will 
demand the historical silver standard; and 
if metal is to be treated as bullion, then let 
gold take that position. The transactions of 
the whole country may be made on the basis 
of the silver dollar (for bank-notes, checks, 
and drafts will be the chief medium of ex- 
change whatever the basis may be), and gold 
may be tendered and accepted at its bullion 
ee to the extent that people may desire 

to employ it. If the relative value of gold 
is greater than that of silver, the gold dollar 
may be taken at 110, or 115, or whatever 
the bullion rate may be; if less than that of 
silver, then at 95, or 98, or any other market 
rate. If we are to have a single standard, 
the country will demand the standard in 
which there has been least variation as com- 
pared with values in general,—and that is 


silver. 
— 
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THE NEW EASTERN COMPLICATION. 

The hasty and imperfectly-constructed 
piece of patchwork known as the Treaty of 
Berlin has already given rise to a complica- 
tion so full of danger to the peace of Eastern 
Europe that it will very likely in the spring 
command even a larger share of attention 
than the Anglo-Afghan affair. This compli- 
cation is so threatening that it is already 
giving rise to serious discussion in more 
prominent European papers, and the diplo- 
matists are watching it with anxious eyes. 

The Treaty of Berlin, as will have been ob- 
served by those who have read it, gives little or 
no heed to the wishes or interests of the Sclaves 
in the Danubian Principalities. Its prime 
intention was to satisfy Austria, glorify Ger- 
many, and prevent war between England 
and Russia. It accomplished, for the time 
being, these three objects. In reaching 
these results, it not only cheated Greece and 
disappointed Servia, Montenegro, Rdumania, 
and Albania, but it erected a barrier between 


territory cutting them off from the sea. This 
hostility has not been altogether sentimental. 
Under the shelter of Russian occupation, 
Bulgaria has hastened forward the work of 
reorganization, and bas pressed the conscrip- 
tion so vigorously that it is estimated 
when the new Prince is ted in April 
next he* will find ready hand a 
force 80,000 strong of well-armed and well- 
drilled militia with which to assist their 
Southern brethren. The South Bulgarians 
meanwhile have not been idle. At Philip- 
opolis, Adrianople, Tirnova, and several 
places in Macedonia, commit have been 
appointed to organize resistance, and are 
well forward in their work, armed bands 
ranging from 1,000 to 2,000 strong having 
been formed all over the Province, which are 
now in possession of the strongholds. It is, 
of course, absurd to imagine that the hand 
of Russia is not behind all this plotting and 
preparation. Without taking any active 
part in the work, the Russian officials have 
advised and encouraged, and their occupa- 
tion of nine months’ duration has given the 
Bulgarians ample time to work without in- 
terruption. It is stated that every institu- 
tion in Southern Bulgaria has-been modeled 
upon the basis of those in Northern Bul- 
garia, under Russian auspices, and this 
Russia could effect without any violation of 
treaty stipulations, since whatever action the 
Bulgarians may take in the spring will be a 
matter outside of the Treaty of Berlin. 

The moment that the Russian occupation 
of Southern Bulgaria ceases, we may look 
for an uprising of the Bulgarians, and 
a blow struck for independence. What 
are the prospects for success? The Turks 
will hold the Balkan passes, but by some 
happy accident—or was it ugh Russian 
design ?—a clear road was left through Sofia, 
which establishes an easy and direct commu- 
nication between the North and South. The 
Prince of Bulgaria will have an effective 
army of 80,000 men, and ali the strongholds 
of Southern Bulgaria will be in possession of 
the bands recently organized. An alliance 
with Servia and Montenegro is certain; and, 
at such an opportune moment, what would 
prevent the Greeks from rising and the 
Albanians from perfecting that inde- 
pendence which they have already half 
secured, while both would have the 
sympathy of France and Italy? Is there any 
danger from Austrian interference? Austria 
already has received the lion’s share of the 
plunder, and has no further ambition except 
to extend her territory down to the Zgean 
Sea at Salonica, to which point she has al- 
ready projected a railroad; and what better 
time to perfect such a consummation than in 
such a period of confusion and civil war? 
Besides, is it likely that Austria would rend 
herself in twain by opposing the Sclaves and 
imperil her very existence for the sake of 
helping Turkey or gratifying England? And 
without Austria what will England do ata 
time when she already has a war with 
Afghanistan in full blast? : 
CANADIANS CLAMORING FOR PROTECTION 

The Canadians are cultivating a spirit of 
antogonism to the United States which is 
somewhat amusing, bulis at the same time 
instructive, because in its absurdity is illus- 
trated some of the short-sighted inconsist- 
encies of a large part of our own people. 
The Ontario Manufacturers’ Industrial Asso- 
ciation has been in session at Toronto lately, 
and adopted the following resolution: 


That the tariff should be readjusted, in accord- 
ance with the verdict of the —— at the polls, so 
as to afford judicious, but effectual, protection to 
ail industries suited to the country; that such du- 
ties should be put om foreign farm products an 
the manufacturers of the same as will secure fdr 
our farmers and millers the markets of the Mari- 
time Provinces, and such duties on coal and eco 
nomic ores aa will secure to the Maritime Provinces 
the markets of Ontario and Qaebec; that, in order 
to avoid undervaluation on im portations, the nam- 
ber of ports of entry should be reduced, efficient 
and thoroughly reliable Appraisers should be ap- 
pointed. and the penalty of confiscation rigidiy 
enforced; that the Government be again urged 
to create a Bureau of Statistics; that, in order 
to encourage trade with the West Indies and 
other Tropical countries, a line of steamers be 
subsidized to ply between Canada and those coun- 
tries; that the meeting express its cordial sympathy 
with the peovie of Halifax im their efforts to make 
their city the winter-port,.and that every facility 
be given them to secure freichts each way over the 
Intercolonial Railway; and that the Government 
be urged to proceed with the Pacific Railway, and 
the deepening and enlarging of the St. Lawrence 
Canals, as rapidly as the circumstarices of the 
country will permit; that it will be to the advan- 
tage of the producers and manufacturers of Canada 
to exhibit Sar ig Seg at the Exhibition to be held at 
Sydney. N „ in 1880, and that the Asso- 
ciation urge upon the Dominion and Local Gov- 
ernments the advisability of aiding as far as pos- 
sible those who may desire to exhibit. 


It will be remembered that at the late 
election in Canada there was a pretty gen- 
eral support of the policy of increasing the 
Canadian tariff. Under the high American 
tariff and the low Canadian tariff there was 
but little reciprocity in the trade,—the 
Americans could sell in the Canada market, 
while the Canadians were excluded (so far 
as manufactures were concerned) from sell- 
ing in this country. There was a general 
feeling that to advance the Canadian tariff 
would eventually lead to a new and recipro- 
cal commercial union between the two coun- 
tries. 

But now come the Canadian Protection- 
iste. They want no trade with the United 
States. They want an exclusive Canadian 
market for Canadian productions. They 
want to shut the United States out, and to 
shut out all the rest of the world. Canada 
for the Canadians,” is their motto; they 
want such a duty levied on American coal, 
iron, and all other American products, that 
nothing grown, produeed, or fashioned on 
Yankee soil shall ever be introduced into 
Canada. 

Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, and the coast provinces of British 
America get their flour and their breadstuffs 
generally from Boston, New York, or Port- 
land, and flour from Chicago can be sent to 
the Atlantic and thence to Halifax and sold 
there cheaper than Canadian flour can be ob- 
tained from Ontario ; and this, it is claimed, 
must be stopped. The Nova Scotians must 
be compell: d to purchase their bread of the 
Upper Province and pay a dollar or more per 
barrel. The Nova Scotians may not be pre- 
pared to admit the justice of this measure, 
but they must be taught that it is patriotic 
to pay more for aloaf of bread to one man 
than to another, especially if you have to put 
up with one loaf when you might have two 
for the same money. ‘ 

The people of Ontario and Quebec have of 
late years been large purchasers of American 
coal, especially of anthracite, This the 
Convention proposes shall be prohibited, and 
the St. Lawrence Provinces shall hereafter 
purchase all their coal from Pictou, and pay 
accordingly a large bounty. In fact, the 
Canadians are about to adopt the Chinese 
and our own American policy of exclusion, 
—cntting off all trade with the outer world, 
and adding from 20 to 40 per cent to the 
cost of living. We do not exactly under. 
stand whether they propose to tax the 


give 

producers an exclusive market. Will it? We 
have tried that experiment in this country, 
and know the fallacy of all such expécta- 
tions. Under our protective tariff—an enor- 
mous one—we anntally increased our impor- 
tations of foreign goods of all kinds. Pro- 
} tected on the one hand, and on the other 
taxed to excess on All things making up the 
cost of production, our manufacturers found 
themselves producing for a limited market, 
and undersold in that by foreign rivals. At 
last, having exhausted our credit, we ceased 
to buy,—necessity forbid our purchasing 
what we could not pay for. Our manufact- 
urers, relieved by the breakdown of credit 
and of fictitious values, and the great reduc- 
tion of the cost of production, have entered 
on a new era of prosperity. They are 
making goods to sell. They are selling cot- 
ton cloths in England for less money than is 
exacted by the tariff on the same kind of im- 
ported goods, That is to say, the duty on 
imported cottons is greater than the price at 
which American manufacturers are offering 
the same goods in Europe. 

We do not propose, however, to argue the 
question of Canadian tariff. Protection is 
one of those delusions which, like fiat 
money, cannot be argued out of any mind 
of which it has obtained possession ; it can 
only be cured by experience,—long, costly, 
and ruinous experience.. The sooner the 
policy of Protection is adopted, and the more 
rigid and comprehensive it may be in its de- 


Let the tariff be built up. Leave nothing 
out ef the list. Tax raw cotton, cocoanuts, 
and banknas,—these are not Canadian pro- 
ductions, but, if sufficiently protected, cotton 
may be grown in hot-houses in Ontario. It 
is possible that Canada and the United States 
may, because of this new Oanadian 
tariff, reach in time a rational sys- 
tem of commercial reciprocity. When two 
combatants have reached an equal degree of 
exhaustion, they may be in a better mind to 
come to an agreement and satisfactory ad- 
justment of their troubles. At all events, 
let us hope that, when Canada has sufficiently 
crippled her industries, impoverished her 
labor, and wasted a liberal share of capital 
in the endeavor to run a home market on the 
non- intercourse principle, she will find the 
United States also sufficiently cured of that 
delusion to agree with herina commercial 
union in which the people of the two coun- 
tries may find peace, profitable intercourse, 
and that general prosperity which must 
always attend the widest commercial ex- 


changes. 


BUCKMASTER---MERRITT. 

Two men have lately died in this State who, 
while living, had taken an active part in public 
affairs, and were widely known and esteemed 
by their friends. One of thest was Col. Saur“ 
A. Buckmaster, of Alton, who for nearly forty 
years had been conspicuous in public affairs, 
and at times active in its politics. He was at 
numerous times elected to the Legislature, and 
at one time was Speaker of the Lower House of 
the General Assembly. He was also, for many 
years, lessee and contractor with the late 
Samus. Caszy in building the State Prison at 
Joliet. Both were men of great popularity, 
and numbered every acquaintance among their 
friends. Mr. BOcKMASTER, though the older 
of the two, survived Mr. Caszr a number of 
years. He wasaclear-headed business-man, a 
sagacious politician, a successful leader, strong 
partisan, and through his active life preserved 
his kindness of beart, liberality of feeling, and 
genial, impressive manner, unbroken and un- 
changed. He was a candidate at the late elec- 
tion for the State Senate in Madison County, 
but was defeated because of a split in his 


party. 
On Saturday the Hon. Jonx W. Menxrrr, of 
Marion County, died at Salem, at the age of 72 
years. Born in New York City, he became a 
lawyer, and had a large practice. Losing his ac- 
cumulations by the financial calamity of 1837, he 
moved with his family to IIlinois in 1841. He 
was a man of much literary ability, and was a 
close student dyring his whole life. He was one 
of the few men who could successfully unite 
the business of farming and the cultivation of 
letters. He edited the Believille Advocate until 
1852, being also 4 frequent contributor to the 
periodical literature of that time, and published 
several novels and poems. He then moved to 
Salem, where he edited the Advocate. In 1861 
he was elected to the State Constitutional 
Convention, and in 1862 to the State Leg- 
islature. In 1864 he became editor of 
the Springfield Register, and continued 
at that post until 1873, when he returned 
to Salem. In the meantime, there had 
grown up around hima family of sons, all of 
whom are more or less distinguished: Tuomas 
E. has been a member of the Legislature for 
many years, and has just deen elected Senator; 
Gen. WSL r, a graduate of West Point, served 
during the War, and is now Colonel of the Fifta 
United States Cavalry; Jonx H., editor of the 
Marion County Hera'd; Caarius W., a Lieu- 
tenant in the Ninth. United States Cavalry;

FRAUDS AND OUTRAGES BY DEMOCRAS. 

Washington Bepublican. 

Samuel Lee, Esq:, of Sumter County, S. C., 
who was brutally assaulted some time ago by J. 
J. Dargan, one of Wade Hampton’s staff offi- 
cers, at a Republican meeting in that county, 


held for the purpose of canvassing the merits 


of the candidates for Congress, and prevented 
the right of free speech by a band of Red-Shirt 
Ku-Kiux, describes the election in his county to 
a friend in this city thus: 

Sers, S. C., Nov. 7, 1878.— Dran Str: Well, 
the farce called an election is over, So far as the 
masses are concerned. Iam really made sick from 
the open and boasted frauds. committed upon the 
ballot-boxes in this county Tuesday, and from al! 
I can hear they were done in the same way in every 
po u of the State. : 
Richardson, the Democratiemominee for Con- 
grees, claims Sumter by. 1,776 majority, and 
it was as possible for him to ciaim it oy as many 
thoysands. At No. 1 Precinct poll, in this 
town, where I acted as United States Supervisor, I 
witnessed the grossest frauds ever committed upon 
a free peopie. 

At 6 o'clock in the morning, just as the poll was 
opened, forty Democrats rushed up to the voll and 
backed oat and crowded away every one else in 
that vicinity. Each of these men voted a large 
size folded ticket, contaming five eachof the 
sample of ticket inclosed. These tickets were 
voted in this way by forty out of forty-four Demo- 
crate who voted at this poll. I took the names of 
them all. for 1 know them well, and protested 
axainst the tickets being counted at the close of 
the poll; but the managers were all Democrats, 
and paid no attention whatever to my protests. 
Almost every Democrat who. voted at this poll had 
a piece of ribbon displayed upon his person upon 
which was printed State Constable or Deputy 
Constable, and they took upon themselves great 
authority to interfere with eyery one who came to 
vote the Republican ticket. They challenged any 
number upon the slightest pretext, and the man- 
agers would not permit them to deposit their 
da liot. 

I remained behind the ballet - box all day. not be- 
ing absent one moment, and took the name and 
color of every person who voted. This was ob- 
jected to by the managers, for they had studiously 
avoided the distinction upon the list, as well as 
keeping the list numbered. Both of these things 
they had declined to do. I discovered that their 


poll-list contained 211 names that were false and 


illegal. They were not taken down by their clerk 
while the poll was open, but had been frsudulently 
added afterward. asked for a copy of those 
names, but was refused and denied it. I there- 
upen wrote my name upon every page of their 
poll-list, including the pages containing the frauu- 
uient names, and will be able to identify them 
should they ever be seen again, which I very much 
doubt. There were 215 tissue-paper tickets in the 
box when it was opened to count the votes, —four 
more than there were frauculent names. Four 
large Republican tickets were taken out to make 
the number of ballota agree with the poi)-list. 
When 1 called their attention to the fact that 
there were 211 more ballots in the box than there 
were names on my poll-list, which they knew to 
be correct, they threatened to indict me if I at- 
tempted to make use of my hst in any way. 

1 was threatened by a large crowd of Democrats 
while witnessing the count, and a plot was made 
to take away my papers as I went to leave the 
house. Iwas compelied to have an escort of my 
friends home, but I was not able even to remain 
there through the night, on account of the many 
threats made against me. I have been waited on 
by a committee of young lads and presented with 
a carpet-bag, with the request that I leave the 
State damn soon, if I want to live long. a 

Many outrages were committed through the 
county on that day. Many persons were oeaten 
and driven away from the polls, and otherwise pre- 
vented from voting. Tickets were taken away 
from them, and parties locked up in houses near by 
until the polls closea. At several meg — and 
guns were fired off at random, and Repuolican 
voters had to look for themselves from fear of 
catching a stray shot, At Bishogyilie a large ar- 
tillery piece was drawn up in fronf of the door o 
the old store where — bailat-box was, and pointe 

irectiy upon the people voling. 

N Can this be called an election? Will the people 
of the country permit men to reap benefit from 
such a farce?

THE FLORIDA FRAUDS. 
LETTER FROM MINISTER NOYES IN REPLY TO 

LEVERETT SALTONSTALL. 

Panis, France, Oct. 26.—70 the Editor of the 
Boston Journal; Some one has deen kind enough 
to send me from Boston, under date of Oct. 12, 
a slip from the Boston Traveller, embodying 
what purports to be an interview with Mr. 
Leverett Saltonstall regarding the cipher dis- 
patches. As my name fs somewhat freely used 
in that interview, I desire to say a word about 
it. Mr. Saltonstall is reported as saying: My 
belief is that there were daily telegrams ex- 
changed between Secretary Sherman and Gov. 
Noyes, who was at Tallahassee, and a constant 
stiffening up of the Florida Board by these dis- 
patches until the Louisiana Board had acted. 
The Florida Board, I believe, did not dare to 
commit the traudsywhich they committed whol- 
ly on their own responsibility.“ 

Now, permit me to say that not one single 
telegram in cipher or otherwise passed between 
me and Secretary Sherman, or between me and 
any other persou in Louisiana during the whole 
time I was in Florida. Therefore, Mr. Salton- 
stall’s belief in the matter is reckless and un- 
warranted, 

Mr. Saltonstall further says: “I have scen 
an affidavit from one of the Florida counties, 
Alachua County, 1 think, purporting to be the 
aflidavit of 300 and more voters, whose names 
were all in the same handwriting, presented to 
the Board by Gov. Noves, and when bis atten- 
tion was called to the fact his only answer. was a 
smile.“ 

It is true that I did present to the Board the 
affidavits of between 300 and 400 men who swore 
that they voted the Kepublican ticket ip a pre- 
cinct where the Democratic lawyers claimed that 
only 219 Republican votes were cast. I did not 
write one of these affidavits, nor do I know who 
did, but they were prepared by some Notary 
for colored persons who could not read or write, 
but who could,I have no doubt, tell the truth 
better than some white people scem to be able 
todo. When my attention was called to the 
fact that. many aftidayits were in the same hand- 
writing, | auswered that the same was true of 
those presented oy the other side, without the 
same excuse, as in our case it was necessary, in- 
asmuch as the afliants could not themselves read 
or write. 

Mr. Saltonstall! says furtner: 

“Ido not believe, mattor of fact, that 
money was paid by the er side (Republican) 
or offered, but these men were paid by promises 
of office, as the event proved. Mr. Hayes (and 
that is the greatest thing I have against him) 
rewarded every man of them with an office as 
soon as he came in. What bas always filled me 
with more disgust in regard to Noyes’ conduct

No office was ever promised, or suggestion of 
office made, to either member of the Florida 
Canvassing Board by me, or as I think by any 
other Nortbern Repubtican, until after the flual 
vote of Florida bad been cast.

PRESIDENTIAL PROSPECTS. 
POSSIBLE CANDIDATES. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New York, Nov. 14.—Now that the Novem- 
ber elections are over, politicians turn with more 
interest than ever to the Presidential prospects 
for 1880. That these prospects were radicaily 
affected by the manifest revolution of opinion in 
this and other States is so plain as to cause the 
Democrats something more than uneasiness. 
In this State more especially, no doubt, than in 
any other was the blow severe, for the thirty- 
five Electoral votes of New York mean a great 
deal toa party. And since the Democrats can- 
not longer claim these thirty-five votes as as- 
suredly or even probably theirs, it is conceded on 
ail sides that this will be the pivotal State in the 
struggle of 1880. 

In direct connection with the Presidential 
question, a good and weil-autbenticated story, 
which Geil Hamilton may or may not approve, 
is current in political circles here. This story 
runs tothe effect that Senator Blaine, on his 
way home from his successful political journey- 
ings in lowa and other Western States. 
fell in with an oid friend and admirer, 
who is also well known and exceeding- 
ly active in New Jersey politics. After a little 
the conversation naturaily turned to the subject 
of the next Presidency. The Republican out- 
look at that time was particularly gloomy, with 
the shadow of the Maine and Ohio election re- 
turns hanging over it. None of the signs of 
promise now so plentiful were then aiscernible, 
and it was after some remarks recognizing the 
general unbopefulness, that the Senator asked 
his Jersey follower frankly and squarely: 

**Who, in your opinion, do the Republicans of 
this country demand as their leader to victory 
and the White House in 18807 

The ardent admirer replied, without hesite- 
tion, and as something about which there could 
be no possible doubt, that the American people 
in mass called loudly for just one man, and that 
man was 

JAMES G. BLAINE, OF MAINE. 

To the arcent admirer’s astonishment, Mr. 
Blaine declared emphatically that he did not 
think so, and that his friend was much in error 
if be thoucht s, and must change his views. 
The Senator went on to say, in substance, 
that he was not the man for this crisis. 
This was a time when personal ambition 
should be subordinated to the nation’s 
weal, The man the people demanded was tne 
man who could most certainly lead them to 
success. There was present to bis thought 
such a man, a greut and representative states- 
man. of high and enlightened views, of superior 
intellect, of rare executive ability and personal 
popularity, well qualified to so govern as to 
make the nation powerful at home and re- 
spected abroad; a man in many respects the 
very foremost statesman in the land, in hovor- 
ing whom the nation would do honor to itself, 
and that man, the Senator added as a close to 
bis enthusiastic eulogy, was the Republican 
Senator from New York,—Roscoe Conkling! 

Had the ardeut admirer received a blow from 
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That is the story, thoroughly vouched for, 
which cregtes considerable amusement in politi- 
cal circles, in the light of the recent elections, 
— * oe al eke STORY 
came unexpecte@y throu declarations of 
two — Ceehmuvaaie politicians, s 
supporters of Blaine, who met some polit 
contreres in this city shortly after the Jersey 
incident narrated above. ‘These gentlemen sur- 
prised their metropolitan friends not less than 
Mr. Blaine surprised the Jerseyman, by show. 
ing singular enthusiasm for Conkling, and as- 
serting that no other man would do as a Repupb- 
lican candidate in 1880. This strange change of 
feeling on the part of men known to have been 
bitterly opposed to the New York Senator’ for 
years led to a good deal of remark among the 
shrewd party men here, who thought they could 
see the hole in the wall with great plainness, 
The friends of Senator Conkling : claimed that 
this wonderful maguanimity of Senator Blaine 
aud his friends was not al ther cisinterested. 
They took it that, as the Maine statesman saw 
no chance for a Republican President in 
1880, he was perfectly willing his fore- 
most rival in candidacy should be dispesed of 
effectualiy by being pat up and beaten, as 
all indications then made ic vrobable he would 
be. That would leave the field clear for Mr, 
Blaine in 1884. Aud even were Conkling to be 
elected, that would dispose of him all the 
same, and would prevent a return of Grantism, 
Which preventiou was chiefly to be desired by 
Mr. Blaine. The idea, as things looked in Oc- 
tober, is agreed to have been a shrewd one. 
But pow the same politicians here are asking 
if Senator Blaine’s views remain unchanged, 
under the altered outlook. They think not, 
most decidedly not, and their amusement 
arises from the prediction on all sides that 
Senator Blaine will be in the field again by De- 
cember, and more actively than ever. All 
things change, and we change with them,“ was 
the quotation offered by a gentleman who nar- 
rated these facts with infinite zest. 

That Senator Conkling is in the field for 1880 
no ope with any pretense to political knowledge 
can or does doubt. And this fact, perfectly as- 
sured by the election of last week, raises the 
interesting question as to 

GEN. BAN T's PROBABLE ACTION 

in case his old-time friend and ablest supporter 
should become a leading candidate. According 
to a Hera/d interviewer, Mr. Corbin gays, with a 
show of speaking authoritatively, that Gen. 
Grant has no intention of re-entering the politi- 
cal arena, and wiildo so only if bis party de- 
mands if. That is, if Gen. Grant is found to be 
the only Republican who can with any certainty 
of success be put at the bead of the national 
ticket, then he will consent to be put there. 
The leaders here, however, do not accept the 
views of Gen. Grant’s relative, and believe that 
both the ex-President and his Pennsylvania 
supporters are determined upon a third term. 
Two or three days after election I askea a gen- 
tleman, well posted as tothe Republican opin- 
ions prevailing in the inner circles here, what-he 
thought ot Gen, Grant’s prospects, now that 
even the Herald had put Senator Conkliog in 
his place as the foremost candidate. “I taink 
gs I did betore,”’ he replied, *‘ that Grant is the 
— man. Roscoe Conkling has received a 
powerful boost through the complete and un- 
expected victory of the Republican party in this 
State; but I believe the turn of events before 
1880 will be such as to throw both Blaine and 
Conkiing out of the lists, and to make the party 
tall back on Grant.” 

One of the causes most likely to produce this 
result would be so close a rivalry between 
Blaine and Conkling that, as in 1876, a third 
candidate must be chosen as the only possible 
compromise. 

Turning from the futare to the recent past, | 

THE ELECTION RESULTS IN NEW YORK 
were so surprising to all parties that the causes 
productive of the radical change of political 
sentiment have been diligenthy sought for. It 
is easy, but no doubt erroneous, to attribute 
the change in any marked degree to the iuflu- 
ence of the cipoer dispatches, the financial 
question, Senator Conkline’s popularity, or 
even the Solid-South ry. These were aids to 
the grand result, but not sufficient in them- 
selves to account for it. The prime cause was 
the same as operated in all parts of the coun- 
try, and remarkably in Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, and New Jersey. It was one of 
those popular revulsions which are most diffi- 
cult to account for by usual reasons.

MUST PAY. 

Pirrspure, Pa., Nov. 18.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court this morning in 
the case of the Commonwealth ex rel. Henry 
Wheeler, agent, vs. The Councils of the City of 
Pittsburg. The action was brought to compel 
the Councils to pay the interest on bonds to the 
amount of $5,000,000, which were issued for 
street improvements in this city, and the lower 
court decided that the bongs were not city bonds, 
and the city could not be held liable for their 
payment.

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The new opera oft Carmen “ was produced 
for the first time in Cnicago last evening to a 
large andience with the above cast. It would 
de absurd upon a single hearing to form an es- 
timate of this work, or to pass anything like a 
critical judgment upon it. This we reserve 
until another time, employing the present occa- 
sion rather in a reportortal than a critical sense, 
with the view of giving the reader some idea 
of the composer, his libretto, and the prominent 
numbers of his work. 

Alexandre Cesar Bizet Leopold Bizet—for 
„Georges ie only a nom de plume—was born 
in 1888 in Paris, and died at Bougival in 1875, 
just three years after he had given Paris his 
work which will be best known in the future. He 
studied composition in the Conservatolre with 
Halevy (ove of whose daughters he married), 
and with Zimmerman, aod at à very 
early age became a Wacnerite to such an 
extent that he made general war upon estab- 
lished lyric forms, especially that form so well 
known as the Opera Comique, as represented by 
Baildeu and Auber. His ürst two large works, 
Les Pecheurs di Perles“ (1863) and “La 
Jolie Fille de Perth“ (1867), which were 
brought out at the Theatre Lyrique, failed 
of success because they the Wag- 
perian tendencies, which are _ peculiarly 
detested in Paris, It is a little odd that the 
one)com)poser in all France who was destined to 
coufbat the Opera Comique was, with Lecoca, a 
successful competitor for the privilege of writ- 
ing a work for the Bouffes-Parisiens, in 1856, at 
that time conducted by Offenbach. After the 
partial failure of La Jolie Fille de Perth“ 
he wrote a symphony, Les Souvenirs de 
Rome, but only finished two parts. A one-act 
piece, Djamileh,”’ in 1872, failed. His next 
work, the music composed for Daudet’s drama 
* L’ Arlesien ne,“ with which Mr. Thomas hes 
made us familiar in the form of an orchestral 
suite, was very successful. Then followed his 
Carmen,“ set to themes from Prosper Meri- 


mee's story, the libretto by Meilhacand Halevy, 


his largest and best-considered work. It was 
brought out at the Theatre Comique March 3, 
1875, with Mme, Galli-Marie s Carmen and 
Mile. Chapuy as Michaela, Its success was con- 
tested by some, but the majority of sentiment 
was in its favor, and subsequent performances 
removed all doubts that it was one of the best 
works in the modern Freneh repertory. 

Carmen is a wild, impulsive gypsy, who is the 
central figure of the opera, and the only char- 
acter with the exception of Don Jose that is 
dramatically sustained fromthe beginning to 
the end of the work. Her mission is to attract 
lovers and then jiitthem in the most reckless . 
manner until finaliv she is caught in her own 
toils and comes to her death. It is not a very 
exalted character, but it is consistent, vivacious, 
and characteristic throughout. Her first lover 
is Don Jose, a Brigadier in the Spanish army (the 
scene is laid in Seville), who 1s. already betroth- 
ed to a beautiful peasant girl, Michaela. The 
fascinatious of Carmen make him forget his en- 
gagement. Dazzled with the charms of the 
mysterious and fitful creature, he is at last in- 
duced to desert from the army and become the 
askociate of gypsies and smugglers. Then when 
he has compromised himself asa soldier Carmen 
deserts him; and we next find her as 
the mamorata of JZscamiilo, a toreador 
whose exploits in Killing bulls 
have attracted her admiration. The new liaison 
arouses Don Jose’s jealousy, and just as he is 
about to revenge himself upon his rival Carmen 
interposes and saves her new lover, whereupon 
he invites them all to the approaching bull-fignt. 
Don Jose appears. and, m a long, impassioned 
dialogue with Carmen, seeks to win her back. 
Carmen is obdurate, and just as she contempt- 
uousiy throws at his feet a ring which he had 
given her fanfares of trumpets and the shouts 
of the crowd announce Zscamilio’s victory over 
another bull, and he appears on his way to re- 
ceive the congratulations of his mistress. Mad- 
dened with fury, after one more useless appeal, 
Don Jose stabs her, and then throws himself 
upon her body crying “Oh! mia Carmen, mia 
Carmen adorata!’’ As will be seen, the plot 18 
full of action and passion, whatever may be 
thought or the moralities. 

The overture is brief but brilliant. Carmen: 
opening number, called the Havanaise, is in 
waltz time, the melody being an old Spanish 
song by Yradier, which Patti used to sing,— 
called El Areglito,”’—to which Bizet has added 
a pianissimo chorus obligate and characteristic 
orchestral accompaniment. This melody strikes 
the key-note of the entire role of Carmen, The 
second act is full of Spanish coloring, and opens 
with ballet music of the wild gypsy sort, which 
ig very iascinating, and specially so from its 


wide remove from the ordinary ballet music of 


the stage. This act contains also a stirring 
graphic song by Zscamil/o ( Toreadar attento ’’), 
describing the bull-fight, and an effective quin- 
tet and duo (Carmen and Don Jose). The char- 
acter of the music changes in the third act, but 
is still Spanish in its nature, and includes a very 
interesting terzetto of card-players and a beau- 
tiful aria allotted to Michaela, with exquisite 
accompaniment, in which she seeks to win Von 
Jose back. The last act is a burly-burly of bull- 
fighting and the tragic denouement, in which 
the strongest point is the instrumentation. We | 
have indicated only a few of the numbers, there 
being over twenty in the four acts. Of the gen- 
eral characteristics of the musie we shall take 
time to write after another hearing. 

The performance was an exceedingly credita- 
ble one. Although Miss Kellogg bas not the 
requisite dash and abandon to give full play to 
the role of Carmen, she made a fine effort, and 
sang delightfully. Mr. Adams was very strong 
throughout, and im the lest act treated the audi- 
ence to such a piece of tragic action as is not 
otten seen on the operatic stage. Pantaleon 
was in superb form, and bis magnificent singing 
of the Toreador’s song gained him a rousing 
encore. Miss Marco, received very hearty 2 
blau for her principal number, but in the main 
her singing was weak. Tue chorus deserves 
great credit for its work, and the orchestra also. 
Tue overa was finely mounted, the Cabanet 
scene being specially picturesque. Asa whole, 
although the first act fell somewhat flat, 
“Carmen” may be said to have made a success- 
ful hit, and undoubtedly a large crowd will 
witness its second performance. This evening 
Martha“ will de given, with Mile. Litta in the 
title role. 

Apropos of the opera, a reader writes Tus 
Tripvune to inquire whether Miss Kellogg ap- 
peared in concert or opera under Hess’ man- 
agement in 1877. Not in this city. Her last 
appearance under that management in Chicago 
was Dec. 29, 1876. Of course she remained 
with that organization until the end of its sea- 
gon in the spring of 1877. 4

IRS. ANDERSON. 
Another Chapter eof the Now Famous 
Chureh Trial. 

The trial of Mrs. Joanna Anderson and ber 
daughter Jennie was resumed, pursuant to ad- 
journment, last evening at Trinity Methodist 
Church, at half-gast 7 e’clock. About the same 
audience appe that had been present on the 
other two nichts of the trial, and the ſuterest 


in the proceedings appeared to be on the in- 
crease. Mrs. Anderson and daughter occupied 
seats near their attorneys. 

Mr. Crawford, for the prosecution, presented 
a written statement by the Rey. Mr. Crafts, 
representing his connection with the 
affair. it was a lengtny document, and its 
reading consumed a considerable time. It was 
of about the same purport as the testimony for 
the prosecution had been, developing no new 
facts, but merely a few more detalé of the 
transaction. 

When Mr. Crawford had finished bis reading, 
Mr. Clarke, of the law firm of Barker & Clarke, 
opened the defense. He said the result of the 
trial was of intense moment to Mrs. Anderson 
and her daughter; it made a vast deal more dif- 
ference to them whether they went forth from 
the portais of that church no more to return, or

detract from its value. The attorney read 
extracts from Baker's Church Diacipliné,”’ 
for the purpose of showing that the charges 
brought against his clients were not authorized 
by the books of the Church, One of the charges 
stated that the defendants had been guilty of 
violating the Word of God.

Baum, leasing the triangular piece of property 
belonging to the defendants. He considered 
that the bandling of the property rested entirely 
with Murray Anderson so lung as Mrs. Ander- 
son lived, aud his signature alone would be suf- 
ficient, without those of Mrs. Anderson or her 
daughter, for fifty years, if Mrs. Anderson 
should live that long. Sofar as Mrs. Ander- 
son’s siguaiure was concerned, be did not con- 
sider that it amounted to anything anyway. 
The trust-deed gave more power than trust- 
deeds generally do nowadays. 

William R. Page, also a lawyer, testified that 
he considered that Mrs. Anderson had a fee in 
title, subject to deed of trust. So far as he 
knew, the place of Mr. Baum was just as re- 
spectable a place as any saloon could possibly 
be. He had seen people there of whom he had 
suspicions, but he did not believe it was an 
assignation house. It was a saloon in every 
sense of the word, in which Was doubtless sola 
every kind of liquor in the category. Had seen 
nice people there from the South Side, 

Both the witnesses corsidered ‘that’ neither 
Mrs. Anderson nor her daughter had any rights 
in the property except by usufruct; bat, should 
Mrs. Anderson die, Miss Jennie would then 
have a vested right. 

August Jummrich was acquainted with Mr. 
Baum and his place on Wabash avenue. He 
bad seen the best men in the city there with 
their wives and daughters; did not consider it a 
place of assignation. There was a private 
apratment where ladies and gentiemen went in 
and out. 

Beruhard Baum, the gentleman who kept 
the place,“ was put upon the stand. In answer 
to a question regarding his religion, he said lie 
believed in the greatest man that ever lived, 
who said: 

Who does not love wine. woman, and song, 
Remains a fool his lifetime long— 
Martin Luther; in other words, he was a Luther- 
an. [Laughter.] His place, ne said, was patron- 
ized by the best people in thecity. He had a 
ladies’ department, where no gentleman was al- 
lowed to go except with a lady. 

Mr. Barker—Mr. Paxton said a great mauy 
people of bad character frequented your place. 
W hat do you say to that? 

Mr. Baum—Well, 1 guess he ties. [Lauchter. | 

Mr. B.—He said he had no hesitancy in pro- 
pounciag your place one of assignation.

If be was worth apythmeg, I would prosecute 
bim for that. 

Witness proceeded to narrate the eircum- 
stances of bis obtaining the lease, in which he 
did not remember whether he mentioned the 
fact that he intended to sell liquors upon the 
property. He was under the impression that he 
did not, ashe was afraid that it might influence 
Mrs. Anderson

to him. He had been offered $10,000 for a lease 
of the property by some fine gentlemen, whuse 
names he did not care to divulge unless it was 
necessary. He understood that ther wanted it 
to put a kindergarten upon it. He thought he 
should sell toem the lease if they came to his 
terms—a little higher. He was asked regarding 
his opinion of the character of Thomas’ Sum- 
mer- Garden in New York and the Lincolp-Park 
Pavilion on the North Side of this city. He had 
never been in Thomas’ Garden, but he was ac- 
quainted with the character of the Lincoln Pa- 
vilion. He thought it was too well known to 
need description. He did not think there was a 
person in that room who had not been there.

History on Bark. 
Leas:nwerth Times. 

A short time ago a discovery of several 
mounds, evidently artificially con&tructed, aud 
not the handiwork of nature, was made at what 
is known as Sheridan’s drive, ou a range of bills 
immediately to the west of, Fort Leavenworth. 
Within these mounds were traces of stonework 
as artistic and nearly perfect as that of the pres- 
ent day. Some days ago a party went to the 
mounds, and found a sort ot book of records, 
written, or transcribed rather, upon pieces of 
bark, and placed together like the leaves of a 
book, and tied with smaller pieces of bark. 
Among the exploring party was a gentieman 
from Boston, who had nmdethe language of 
Mexico a study, and who, upon examination of 
the record found in the mounds, found a simi- 
larity between the writingsin the records and 
the ancieut language of Mexico during tie time 
of the Montezumas. . 

The record is a history, a chronicle of events; 
no dates are given, but trom historical analogy 
it is to be inferred that it must have been about 
1420, during the reign of the Montezumas in 
Mexico, when the Emperors of that name had it 
all their own way iu not only their own section 
of the vountry, but up this way as well.. The 
records give the details of a great battle, prob- 
ably on the very spot where the metropolis of 
Kansas now st / According to the record 
the battle raged for three days, and the grou 
was strewn With slain, and after the conflict was 
over, the victors, with the prisoners they had 
taken, reversed their steps and went back to 
Mexico, where the captives were to be offered 
up upon the altars as asacrifice to their god of 
war. The recurds weré evidently written by the 
victors, and placed by them the mounds 
where they were found. ‘ 

The records consist of ten large pieces of 
bark, flattened out, about ten or twelve inches 
in size, and bound tight together by thongs of 
bark cut into long strips and vressed. They 
have been sent to Boston, and are to be placed 
in the State Historical Maseum there.

The November Grand Jury was impaneled 
yesterday morning, and Willard Woodard was se- 
lected as Foreman. Five of those drawn for the 
jury, strange to say, did not appear, and attach- 
ments were issued for them. 

The Republican members of the Board 
have not yet agreed whether they will hold the 
usual caucus before organizing or not. The new 
members appear to be waiting for the old, and the 


‘old members for some one to take the lead in the

The Democrats of the Board are laboring 
hard to makea similar combination to that made 
last year.

There were any number of persons around 
to get petitions signed yesterday for positions of 
one kind or another. ‘bere were at least fifty who 
wanted a position under we Sheriff, and all their 
petitions were signed. They will all feel bad over 
their success, however, when informed that there 
is un understanding between the Cou missioners 
and the Sacriff by which the latter is, immediately 
upon the receipt of a petition signed, by them, to 
consign it to the waste-vasker'. 


It was stated several days ago that the 
Ring proposed to get in all the work it could 
before expiring. This announcement was made 
on the strengta of the activity of a certain individ- 
ual known to be interested in Harms’ ‘* extras,’ 
and certain rumors afloat. It appears that the 
conjecture was not ill-founded, for yesterday two 
notorious jobs were put through at the Board meet- 
ing, —one the voting of Harms $30,000 for ex- 
tras "’ against the urgent and emphatic protest of 
Architect Egan, wno, by his contract with the 
county and tae contracts of all the contractors in 
the Court-House work, is made sole arbitrator in 
all disputes, and the other the paying of $1, 200 
for filling the Hospital grounds, which 
the Board nad forbid being done. 
Both of these claims are old ones, and, while the 
one is a positive steal, the other has a suspicion 
hanging about it, and could have been settled for 
half the amount. When Harms took the contract 
for the Court-House foundations he agreed to do 
the work for $84,000. A few weeks after the work 
had been commenced some alterations were made 
in the plans, necessitating the employment of ad- 
ditional] material and labor, the compensation for 
which was left to Architect Egan. When the 
work was finished Mr. Egan allowed Harms for 
extras the difference between $84,000 and 
$112,000, which he has been paid. Harms bad 
some very warm friends in the Board at the time, 
and while he was satisfied with the allowance the 
were not. They appointed arbitrators, —whic 
they had no right to do,—and Harms at once 
wanted $16,000. The arbitrators figured the 
work over, and, notwithstanding Harms had recoz- 
nized the validity of the old contract by accepting 
money upon it and receipting for it, 
the arbitrators set it aside, and figured 
the entire work up at market price, just as 
if no contract had ever existed. They said he was 
entitled to $141,000, but one of his friends bad 
the audacity to move the allowance of $160, 000. 
The $141, 000 was voted him finaliy, and a private 
indiviaaal enjoined the Treasurer from paying 
him. The case went through the Appellate Court. 
the Ring " aiding and abetting the contractor, 
and the consequence of an ex-parte hearing was— 
well, vo one knows what it was, except 
that the injenction was dismissed, and 
the whole subject came back to the 
Board. A month or more later the action of tne 
Board in voting the amount was reconsidered by 
the adoption of a resolution introduced by Mr. 
Ayars, and yesterday the resolution was recon- 
sidered by the old-time ‘* Ring” vote of 8 to 7, — 
Meyer and Tabor voting in the ailirmative,—and 
the claim was allowed. However. Harms’ contract 
stands intact, and under it not one cent 
can be voted him without the architect's 
certificate, which he refuses to give. Further 
than this, the County Clerk cannot give 
the order, and the Treasurer will only have to ex- 
amine the records, as the law requires, to prevent 
his signinc it. But thie is not all that can ald 
to show the iniquity ana evil intent of the Ring. 
for it isa fact that, when voting away the amount, 
every person who voted for it knew that there was 
nothing to the credit of the Court-Huuse Fund, 
and taat no appropriations had been made for it. 
So the transaction is mot only an outrageous, 
brazev robbery in purpose, but is in defiance of 
jaw and al] precedent, and a fitting deed to crown 
the end of tne official existence of the corrupt and 
profligate combination which has almost bank- 
rupted the county the last three years.

THE GRAND JURY. 
, NO INDICTMENTS YET. 

The Grand Jury turned to its room in the 
fourth story of the Government Building yesterday 
at 11 o’¢lock, and resumed ite investigation of the 
alleged misdoings of Register Hibbard. The only 
witnesses heard during the day were Mr. B. F. 
Ayer, who, it will be remembered, championed 
Mr. Hibbard’s cause last summer before the 
Bar Association, and Mr. A. L. Rose, 
an expert accountant, who ran through a number 
of the fee- bills which are said to be illegal. Al- 
though Mr. Ayer is supposed to be very friendly to 
the Register in bankruptcy, and did him good service 
in the preliminary troubles of last summer, it is 
understood that he did not attempt to defend ab- 
solutely all of Mr. Hibbard's transactions, but 
that his evidence was of that fair- minded. im- 
partial character which mht be expected 


from 3 gentleman 8 ab ntly well in- 
formed, on the subject, a so well known 
to be above the slightest enspicion of 
dishonesty, or that andue aud indiscriminating 
friendship which might lead one to cover up 
faults which might exist. The subject under con- 
sideration all day was the fee-vills, and late in the 
afternoon the jury adjourned until this morning 
with the members’ heads full of the mysterics 
opened up to them.

were not alluded to. Why they were not returned 
into court can only be guessed at, but there are 
certain considerations which to show that some 
of the guessing made yesterday was not wide of 
the mark. ‘The Grand Jury has beard all the evi- 
dence, has decided on the eight persons who are to 
be indicted, and, as nearly as it can be gotten at, 
the indictments are ready for presentation in court. 
There is no valid excuse for putting the matter off 
any longer. It has been given out that 
the Grand Jury kept out of court 
for fear that Judge Blodgett, after they had pre- 
sented these indictments, would intimate pretty 
broadly that they had best go home and attend to 
their usual avocations. ‘There was no good ground 
for any such thougat, and the jurors know well 
enough, or ought to know, that they are expected 
to remain in session as long as they have neces- 
sary business to do. There are no donbt some 
very excellent men on that jury. The truth of the 
contrary proposition has also been demonstrated. 
it might be well for the inquisitors to see them- 
selves as others see them, —to reflect that their de- 
jay in this matter ty putting them in a bad light be- 
tore the public, and suggesting to people with 
their eyes open that somebody is waiting to be 
seen. welve members of the inquisitorial body 
can return those indictments, already voted on, into 
court, and it is believed that twelve men are will- 
ing. but apparently not yet ready, to do it. It has 
been noticed of late—since the indictments of 
Prussing and one other person have been decided 
upon—that a certain shrewd lawyer in this city 
and one of the cx-proprietors of an unsuccessful 
evening luminary, both of whom are known to be 
working in the interest of the two persons just 
named, Have been very assiduous about the build- 
1 , and have, itis said, done no little button- 

oling with certain jurors on the outside. It is 
supposed that all this has had something to do 
with the otherwise unaccountable delay in bring- 
ing on those indictments. With this explanation, 
the men on the jury who are supposed to be above 
suspicion may see more plainly than they other- 
wise woald that people think they 
are placing taemselves in a rather 
sorry position before the public by 
their failure, as yet, to do what is considered to 
be their manifest duty: and it may occur to them 
that, 1f they persevere in this policy of ‘* masteriy 
inactivity,’’ people will fall into a way of thinking 
tnat the lawyer alluded to and the ex-newspaper 
man have not labored in vain.
